CHANGE SOUGHT 


Presbyterians Propose to 
Allow Women in Gov­ 
erning: Body 


Philadelphia, Mar. 6—(ZP)—Com­ 
plete elim ination of discrimination 
against women in the membership 
aud government of the Presbyte­ 
rian church in the United States 
of America, it was announced to­ 
day, is proposed in an overture 
adopted by the Presbyterian gen ­ 
eral council, in session here. 
The 
council Is the national executive 
body of the demonination. 
Under Presbyterian law the over­ 
ture must be presented to the gen­ 
eral assem bly at St. Paul, Minn., 
May 23, and if adopted it must 
then go down to the 294 Presby­ 
teries on referendum. 
Approval by 
a majority 
of 
the 
Presbyteries 
would make the overture effective. 
The overture would authorize en 
tire revision of the Presbyterian 
form of government, it was stated, 
so as to remove absolutely from 
the church law all distinction of 
sex. 
The proposed change would en­ 
able women to sit with full equality 
wtih men in all the courts, execu­ 
tive and administrative bodies of 
the church, including local church 
sessions, Presbyteries, synods and 
the general assembly, and would 
entitle women to serve as elders, 
evangelists and ministers. 
The com m ittee was unanimous in 
concluding that there was no sound 
scriptural authority for the ex ist­ 
ing discrimination against women 
iii the churches and that to give 
them entire equality with men was 
Just, right and Christian.

Novack’s m achine was Just out 
of the factory when he purchased 
it in Chicago in the fall of 1927.

most daily since. 
He toured the

In 
the control of these enemies sci­ 
entists do not use rifles but pills 
of quin in e and syringes 
loaded 
with Halvarsan. 
The savages who 
have 
seen 
wTiole tribes wiped out by tropic­ 
al diseases have learned to trust 
the science of the white man rath 
er than tho alchemy, the magic, 
th e dances and prayers of m a n i­ 
acal priests and atavistic medicine 
men. 


Insect Carriers. 
One of the extremely in te rest­ 
ing observations of investigators 
of tropical disease is the fact that 
these complaints are tran sferred 
from man to man or from animals 
to man by means of insect ca r­ 
riers. 
T h u s malaria Is carried by 
the anopheles mosquito, fllariasis 
by several species of mosquito, 
schistosomiasis 
through 
larva** 
found in freshwater stream s, r e ­ 
lapsing fever by lice and bedbygs, 
dengue by the stegomyia m osqui­ 
to, trypansomiasis by th e tsetse 
fly, rat-bite fever and W ell’s dis 
ease or infectious Jaundice by the 
rat, plague by the flea and the 
rat. 
In Dr. Arthur Torrance's in te r ­ 
esting account "Tracking 
Down 
the Enemies of Man," he gives a 
realistic account of the 
way 
in 
which th** tsetse fly brings to man 
th e dangerous and Indeed almost 
Invariably 
fatal trypanosomiasis 


or African sleeping sickness.

(Spec­ 
ia l)— The Mary Lou Poultry farm 
owned and managed by Mrs. Mary 
Resaw, on M35, in the village of 
Perkins, is 
giving

yielding the owner of a very sub­ 
stantial profit 
during 
the 
next 
year. 
Mrs. Besaw, 
with 
the 
assis­ 
tance of her son, began the poul­ 
try business two years ago with 
a brood of IOO White Leghorn 
chicks 
and 
150 
Ithode 
Island 
Reds. 
The first year it proved a 
losing venture, as 24 per cent of 
the young chicks died due to im­ 
proper feeding and care, but by 
study and experiment the loss of 
young chicks was reduced to IO 
per cent the second year. 
Has Flock of 123 
The flock is at present reduced 
•to 125 and although the produc­ 
tion of eggs has been less than 
last winter owing to the ex tre m e 
cold, Mrs. Besaw markets from 
30 to 35 dozen eggs weekly. 
They purchased200 more chicks 
the second year 
and 
continued 
through the season with a flock 
of about 235, gradually eliminat­ 
ing the Reds, which she finds to 
be inferior In the production of 
eggs and better for marketing. 
To Buy 800 Chicks 
This spring they expect to buy 
300 chicks of the White Leghorn 
variety. 
IOO have already been 
ordered from the Dr. Sigler Hatch 
ery at Manistique, which are un­ 
der the management of Mr. R. 
McPherson, formerly Poultry ex­ 
pert at the Chatham experimental 
station. 
The building on the Mary Lou 
yards is 16 by 24 feet 
with 
30 
nests ventilated and lighted, ac­ 
cording to state plans and pro­ 
vided with feeding tanks and a 
thermo drinking fountain. 
The 
electric lights 
are 
conveniently 
turned on at 5:30 a. rn. during 
the winter by means of a switch 
at Mrs. Besaw’s bedside and as 
many as sixteen eggs have been 
gathered before breakfast. 
Plan New Building 
They expect to build another 
coop thiR spring of the same area 
us the one now 
in 
use. 
They 
have also a seven drawer germin­ 
ating cabinet for sprouting oats 
and barley to provide the neces­ 
sary green food for the flock. The 
bottom 
drawer 
is 
filled 
each 
morning and the 
top 
one 
fed. 
Thus at the end of a week the' 
grain is sprouted to about four 
inches. 
Mrs. Besaw says if s a great
